The Al Yamamah contract, first 
signed in the 1970s when the com- 
pany was British Aerospace, is 
now the subject of an investiga- 
tion by the Serious Fraud Office. 

It is alleged BAE had a slush fund 
which it used to bribe Saudi officials 
to help secure the contract. 

The deal to build and maintain 
planes and facilities for the Royal 
Saudi Air Force has been the key 
source of the firm’s profits for years 
but margins have been thinning as the 
Saudi’s own engineers take over more 
and more of the work. 

BAE was the biggest faller in the 
FTSE yesterday losing 11.75p to 245.5p 
as it said work for the Saudis it had 
done at its UK plant in Warton, Lancs, 
would now be carried out in Saudi. 


The Saudi work has become more 
important following a series of profit 
warnings over big projects for 
Britain’s Ministry of Defence such as 
building Nimrod aircraft, submarines 
and aircraft carriers. 

Investors had hoped BAE was close 
to anew deal with the Saudis to install 
digital cockpits and weapons guid- 
ance systems in their Tornadoes. But 
analysts now believe this work will 
not get done until 2006 at the earliest. 

The shares have enjoyed a good run 
in recent weeks as word got out that 
the British government was close to 
approving a second tranche of orders 
for the Eurofighter Typhoon which 
BAE helps to make.

The Medex deal fits in 
with Smiths’ strategy to 
sell off slow-growing 
businesses and snap up 
those it sees as having 
growth potential.

Healthcare for £30m in 
July. 

California-based 
Medex, which is majori- 
ty-owned by One Equity 
Partners, the private 
equity arm of US invest- 
ment bank JP Morgan 
Chase, supplies infu- 
sion equipment used in 
critical care.
